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SCHOOL REPORT. 


We have been very successful the past year in se- 
curing the services of efficient teachers, and owing to their 
good work, and the co-operation of parents and_ scholars, 
our schools have been both pleasant and profitable. The 
success of a school depends largely upon the parents; if they 
sustain the teacher in their efforts the results are usually 
gratifying to all interested. 

We have had 27 weeks school in each school house in 
the south part of the town, 26 weeks on Ellsworth Hill, a 
winter term of eight weeks on Atwell Hill, conveyance be- 
ing provided for scholars the remainder of the time to the 
village, where we had 28 weeks during the year, and have 
employed two teachers there the entire time, believing that 
the scholars learned enough more to pay the extra expense. 

We have not maintained schools on the East and West 
sides of the river nor in Buffalo District, (so called) but 
have hired scholars carried to the village believing that they 
would Jearn more where they could be classed with others 
than they would in small schools of three or four scholars. 
We have employed nine different teachers. Our registers 
for the year ending with the summer term, 1899, shows 105 
names registered who have attended school two weeks or 
more during the year. Reports by truant officers show 
that in the month of April, 1899, there were 92 children in 
town between 5 and 16 years of age, and the registers show 
that of this number there were ten not attending any 
school. 

As the school law requires the school year to end with 
the summer term we omit the statistical table this year as 
all bet the summer term was reported last year. For 
names of teachers, time employed, and wages paid we refer 
you to treasurer’s report.
